Berlin : The appointment of East German Major 
General Helmut Poppe as commandant in Berlin 
twenty-four hours after Moscow abolished the post of 
Soviet commandant underlines the bloc's determina- 
tion to force the West to accord at least de facto rec- 
ognition to East Germany. 

General Yakubovsky, commander in chief of the 
Soviet forces in Germany, has assumed many of the 
responsibilities of the former Soviet commandant re- 
lated to Allied access to West Berlin. He presumably 
will decline to deal with the Allies on matters related 
to East Berlin. He probably will insist that any com- 
munications bn such matters from the three Western 
commandants be addressed to the East German com- 
mandant, thereby attempting to force recognition of 
the latter’s authority. The appointment sets up the 
machinery for the Ulbricht regime to demand that US 
military patrols submit to East German controls at 
Friedrichstrasse or face exclusion. 

Locally, Poppe will command the Security Alert 
Police who guard the sector and zonal borders of Ber- 
lin. Their subordination to the East German Ministry 
of Defense violates postwar quadripartite agreements 
that the city be occupied only by troops of the four 
powers. Poppe 's appointment as commandant of "the 
capital of the GDR, Berlin," in effect poses an East 
German claim to all of the city. Similar announce- 
ments in the past have specified "the ca pital, Demo- 
cratic Berlin," i. e. , the Soviet sector. I I 
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Soviet missile experts have been 
engaged in preliminary work for the establishment 
of surface-to-air missile sites in Iraq since MayT~j?
